The eighty-first session of the Kentucky Annual Confer- 
ence, Methodist Episcopal Church, South, convened in the 
church at Shelbyville, Ky., October 2.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF MISSIONS. 

The Board of Missions reports an increased interest in our missionary 
work. The spirit of missions seems to permeate the heart of our ministry 
and laity. A manifestation of this spirit is seen in an increased circulation 
of missionary literature, a multiplication of mass meeting's and rallys, 
larger collections, a more earnest presentation of this great cause on the 
part of the preachers to the people, and contributions on the part of some 
of our laymen of financial ability that must move others to increased 
liberality. 

In our Home Mission field we have 4,294 members, an increase of 224 
during the year; 2,291 Sunday School scholars; church property valued at 
$8,250. In this field $5,520.30 was paid for the support of the ministry and 
$479.50 collected for missions. 

The policy of this Board shall be : 

1. To be in closer touch with the preachers, to aid them in all their 
plans and efforts in their missionary work, and in immediate contact with 
the Home work. 

2. Through our Conference Secretary of Missions we shall designate 
men to represent our work at the various District Conferences. 

3. The following members of the Board are appointed to co-operate 
with other Boards in this work : J. J. Dickey, F. S. Pollitt, Julius Edwin 
Wright. 

4. e shall see that the Review of Missions, “Go Forward,” and all 
missionary literature has an increased circulation. 

5. We shall co-operate with the women of the Home and Foreign 
Societies in their work. 

6. We shall urge, and if need be, assist in early collections.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF CHURCH EXTENSION. 



SECRETARY’S REPORT. 

The opportunities for larger success by this arm of the church increase 
with the years. There is regret that interest in preparing larger resources 
for her use is not proportionately increasing. 

On account of the limited resources the Board has determined to exer 
cise still greater care in expending this sacred fund. 

We have decided that a more careful investigation of applications for 
aid from this Board is absolutely necessary. In the future all grants, be- 
fore being paid by our Treasure r; must also pass under the scrutiny of a 
special committee to be appointed by the President of the Conference 
Board of Church Extension. 

A brief explanation for this resolution may be desired by the Confer- 
ence. It is this: In several instances, after a few years have elapsed, it 

has been discovered that the amounts granted to cancel obligations oa\ 
churches for which grants were made, have not done so, and large debts, 
are found, and an additional appropriation is sought. 

Let it now be said, once for all, that such claims will not be considered 1 ^ 
The record has been signed by the local trustees that grant accepted by 
them would cancel said debts. This agreement must be kept. 

Another matter is earnestly presented for your consideration. This. 
Board seriously objects to the dedication of churches with the assurance 
to the people that they can certainly secure aid from this Board. We 
prefer to judge the merits of these applications for ourselves, and for this 
pnrnose we were appointed. 

We again call attention to the following emphatic rules: 

1. Grants made for churches and not called for the same year are 
declared void. 

2. No grants will be paid unless the church for which grant is made 
is insured in a standard insurance company.

Report of the Conference and K. W. C. Board of Education. 



We are much 1 gratified atthe promising out'ook for our own Conference 
College at Winchester. Under the active administration of our new Presi- 
dent Rev. John L. Weber, the Kentucky Wesleyan College has opened 
with a larger attendance than for some time. There are more students 
now in attendance than were enrolled for the entire t wo sessions of last 
year, and more than forty in excess of the attendance of this date last 
year. There is a fine spirit among the students and good work" is being 
done. We feel that we have a great opportunity to. rally to our college 
and insist that our pastors urge upon our people to patronize our own 
college. Methodist people should educate their children in Methodist 
schools. In the Kentucky Wesleyan we have a college of our own, well 
equipped and prepared to do the best work. We are proud of its past 
and expect of it even better things for the future. Let us realize our 
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responsibility and in loyalty to our church vows do all in our power to en- 
able our college to do the work that the church has a right to demand of 
her. 

The college is to be congratulated upon the completion of the Thomas 
L. Clark Hall as a Dormitory for young men. The elegant modern build- 
ing is well equipped in all respects. The bed rooms are supplied with all 
necessary furniture and the dining room and kitchen with the utencils and 
equipments necessary for their proper work. The hall is in charge of a 
competent Christian family, who conducts it as a home for the students. 
This elegant modern building was erected at an expense of over $7,000 and 
is free from debt of every kind. It is a monument to the great heart and 
benevolent spirit of that princely Christian gentleman Bro, Thomas L. 
Clark, of AVilliamstown, who contributed largely to the erection of this 
hall. May his example be followed by many others of our wealthy mem- 
bers. There is no more inviting field for the direction of money to be used 
for the Lord’s work than at our Conference College, 

In reference to the Twentieth Century movement the church at large 
has more than met the sum expected and required; but Kentucky has 
fallen short of the amount apportioned to her. 

The amount a-sessed'against the Conference was $40,000 while the 
subscription reported to the treasurer are $17,821.45 and of this amount 
$14,400.31 has been paid, leaving $3,420.65 yet to be paid. There are 
some subscriptions that have never been reported to the Treasurer. It is 
respectfully urged that the pastors lookup all these subscriptions and re- 
port them to the Treasurer as soon as possible . We urge the pastors to 
collect every cent on their various subscription books and forward to the 
Treasurer. 

The Board of Education respectfully request the appointment of J. L. 
Weber to the Presidency of the Kentucky AVesleyan College, F. D. Pal- 
meter to the principalship of Cimpton Academy, Geo. S, Savage to the 
chair of Bible instruction Kentucky AVesleyan College, J. A\ r . Hughes to 
the Prefidency of Asbury College, C, C. Fisher to the Presidency o f 
Millersburg Female College, E. G. B. Mann, Secretary Education. 

Our Actdemy at Ca^pton is doing ex ellent work under the able 
management of Rev. F. D. Palmeter. The school has ooened with a large 
attendance this year and the prospect for a gratifying and lasting work 
is most flattering. 

The Church has reasons to be proud of her educational plant at Nash- 
ville as our own university doing the full and complete work expected of 
an institution of such grade. AA'e would urge our people to a loyal support 
of this great institution and earnestly recommend that all our young 
preachers avail themselves of the opportunity here afforded of equipping 
themselves for the ministry, 

AVe commend the work of the Payne and Lane Institute as of vital im- 
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portance and we should gladly serve our colored people in making: literal 
provision for their education. We recommend the assessment upon our 
conference of $535 for these institutions and $3,000 for education.

REPORT ON TEMPERANCE. 



The Committee on Temperance appointed by the Kentucky Annual 
Conference. M. E. Church South, begs to report, that. — 

As to the Liquor traffic, “the children of this world are wiser in their 
generation than the children of light.” and more consistent. Many liquor 
dealers will even say to you, in substance: “The business is made liwfnl 

by the forms of law. I would not engage in it, except for the money to 
be made If I do not engage in it some once else will. As f tr as the good 
of the country is concerned, I had as well go into it as s > ne m •; el-p.” 
And from one standpoint, perhaps, he is likely not far w~o i * To enrag- 
ing in the traffic he only does what the great majority of th° Christian 
citizens, under the fern s of law, and through officers of the Government 
a-« their agents, elected 1 y their help in the support of lineage parties ad- 
ministering the affairs of government, have consented to and helped to 
make lawful. 

Is he further wrong than they? He pays for this law-made privilege- 
the price asked. Each individual through the regular constitute 1 offi *,e s 
of the Government, 88 his agent, receives the price so paid. 

Is he who thus willingly receives the price for this sinful indulgence 
any less guilty than he who pays for the privilege so granted him? 

The church, by its law, says that no liquor dealer can be admitted to 
or retain membership within its sacre 1 folds. To be consistant, leaving 
out of account the righteousness of the matter, what should its law say to 
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each of those individual members who, when exercising the'ihighest fran- 
chise of citizenship in the government, consents to the carrying on of the 
traffic under the sanction of the law? 

God says, ‘ Woe unto them, * * * which justify the wicked for reward, 
and take away the rigtitousness of the righteous from Him ! *** Therefore 
is the anger of the Lord kindled against His people, and He hath stretched 
forth His hand against them and hath smitten them.” (Isa. v., 22, 23, 25.) 

“He who does a thing by the agency of another does it himself,” is the 
maxim of law upon which the doctrine of agency rests. This is the un- 
derlyir g common operative principle in our representative and republican 
form of government. Wherever representatives are used, this principle 
of agency applies. Ours is a representative government. It is adminis- 
tered by its officers who are the agents of the people. The sovereign peo- 
ple direct their representatives, agents — officers — by constitutional and 
legislative enactments. The people constitute the Nation, while the var- 
ious officers selected by the people for the various departments — le w gisla 
tive. judicial and executive — constitute the government. 

This makes it clear that the people of this country rule by their repre- 
sentatives or agents. The doctrine of agency comes in right here and de- 
clares that “he who does anything by the agency of another does it him- 
self.” The deeds of our agents are our deeds. If they frame iniquity by the 
law they do so for us. for they are our agents. If they make a covenant 
with death and an agreement with hell, we stand for them. Such cove- 
nant and agreement made by our agents within the scope of the ruthority 
which they have from us under the law are ours. 

If our agents run saloons, retail or wholesale, so do we. This is 
rather embarrassing to a minister of the Gospel or a professor of 
the religion of Chrisr.. but nevertheless quite as true as it may be embar- 
rassing. To be preaching or professing the religion of Christ and running 
a saloon at the same time makes the professed Christian ashamed, when it is 
called to his attention. We call your prayerful attention to this view of 
the matter, for the fact is the saloon keeper, as well as the officer of the 
Government, is our agent. 

Therefore, we most earnestly and prayerfully call the attention of all 
Christian citizens to the fact that God must of necessity, growing out of 
the principles on which he has formed the world, hold them individually 
to account for much of the godliness, misery, sin and crime brought 
About b) the liquor traffic. 

It may possibly be said of the past as to this matter “And' the time 
of this ignorance God winked at,” but surely he cannot wink at our ig- 
norance of the sin of the liquor trafic in this day or excuse the conscience os 
any professed Christian who prays God to make tha people sober, right 
eous and Godly in this world, while he votes to make unsober, unright- 
eous and ungodly. 
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We call the prayerful attention of Christian citizens to this subject* 
in this view of it, and present for your adoption and consideration 
along with this report the following resolutions: 

Resolved: — 1 That we continue our endorsement of the work of the 
State Inter-Denominational Committee in its efforts to secure a Legisla- 
ture and State Government in full sympathy with the temperance move- 
ment now before the people. 

Resolved— 2. That each pastor of us will preach on the subject once 
to each of his congregations before the first of January when the General 
Assembly will consider this important matter. 

Resolved: — 3 That when going to the polls to exercise the elective 
franchise, we will perform this sacred duty in the fear of God and after 
fervent prayer to Him for the guidance of H^s Spirit in so doing and of 
grace and courage to do so in this matter as He may direct, and trust the 
result to Him. 

We recommend the appointment as members of the State Local Op- 
tion Committee for this Conference of John R. Deering,T. W. Watts, L. E. 
Mann, R. T. Marshall, B. J. Durham and T. J. Jenkins.

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MEMOIRS. 

REV. S. W. SPEER, D. D. 

Rev. S. W. Speer, D. D., was born near Nashville, Tenn., Aug. 9. 1895, 
died at the home of his good friends, Mr. and Mrs. W. H. Hoover, near 
Nicholasville, Ky., October 5, 1900. He was the youngest of the twevle 
children of Moses and Amelia Ewing Speer. His father was a Methodist 
preacher and his mother a pious woman, the memory of whose prayers with 
him as a child was sweet to Dr. Speer, when he visited the di.apidated old 
home four years ago. Methodist preachers were familiar visitors in the 
home of his buyhood, and from them he early learned the doctrine which 
in after life he so ably defended and proclaimed. When he was ten years 
old he had memorized the four gospels of the New Testament. I have no> 
data from which to give the time of his conversion nor anything of his 
early education. He was ordained deacon by Bishop Andrew at Lebanon, 
Tenn., November 9, 1834, and was ordained elder by Bishop Morris at 
Vicksburg. Miss., December 11, 1836. From these records it appears that 
he joined the Tennessee Conference at the age of seventeen years and that 
he transferred to Mississippi in less than two years afterward. His 
first charge was Stone River Circuit, in Tennessee. At one time he had 
a charge in New Orleans, but must have spent most of his early ministry in 
country charges in Mississippi. He was also at the head of a school for 
girls at Natchez, Mississippi, and in latter years conducted a similar insti- 
tute in Lagrange, Tenn. In 1863 he transferred to the Louisville Confer- 
ence and served four years as pastor at Hopkinsville, then transferred to 
Kentucky Conference, in which he continued as a member until hie de- 
cease. He was a superanuate the last five or six years of his life, having 
b^en put on that list over his protest and continued on it against his wilL 
He had a great ambition to serve as an effective preacher to the last, bu, 
his brethren retired him in love and kindness and without desire to injure 
his feelings. His years in the Kentucky Conference were lull of labor and 
crowned with much success.— On the very last charge he served— Vance- 
burg— stands a nice parsonage built through his efforts ; at AVilliamstown 
the beautiful house of worship was erected under his care and manage- 
ment and other monument of his worth are to be found where this true 
servant of God wrought. He was a member of the convention held at 
Louisville, Ky., in May 1845. when the Methodist Episcopal Church. South, 
was formed. And at the time of his death only two members of that heroic 
gathering were left— Dr. Hunter, of Little Rock, Ark,, and Dr. Berryman, 
of Celedonia, M. 

Dr. Speer was honored by his brethren by being sent to one or more 
General Conferences as delegate. He was an extraordinary man. Al-

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though not enjoyin superior educational advantages early in life, yet to- 
ward the blosehe became known as a ripe scholar, and he was always an, 
instructive preacher. He investigated a subject thoroughly and when he 
discussed it publickly it was ably presented. As an examiner of under- 
graduate in the Conference cause he was very thorough , as well as kind and 
patient toward the young men. He had much poetic spirit, and the result 
of his musings is scores of poems, many of which have been seen in the pub- 
lications of the church. In his very last illness he quoted some original 
verses to his daughter, Miss Abbm* when she inquired now he was feeling ; 
“Just over there is the home of the blest , 

Just over there the weary are at rest, 

Just over there are the glories so bright, 

Just over there are the mansions of light, 

Just over there is my Father’s abode, 

Just over there is my Savior and God, 

Just over there is the spirit of love, 

Just over there is the sweet haven above. 

Just over there I shall soon be at rest, 

Just over there in the home of the blest l 
Just over there is the river of love, 

Just over there is the city above,” 

Dr. Speer was twice married. His first wife was Abigail F. Willmartfr 
and there only child, a daughter, bearing her mother’s full name, is still 
living, and holds position as teacher in Soule College, Murfreesboro, Tenn. 
She is a noble woman, and was loyal and true to her honored father to the- 
end. The second wife was Antoinette Bliss, with whom he lived long' 
enough to celebrate a “golden wedding,” and who quietly waits to follow 
him to heaven. Their four children all passed to the other shore before 
their father, and doubtless greeted him there. 

F. W. Noland aud the writer conducted funeral 
services in his honor at the Nicholasville, Ky. church, and his body was. 
sent to YVilbraham, Mass., for interment.

REV. S. S. DEERING. 

The subject of this memoir, S. S. Deering, was born in Greenup county, 
Ky., April 10th, 1815. His father, Richard Deering, was a North Carolinian 
by birth, and his mother a Virginian. They were both staunch Methodists. 
With such goodly parentage, and under favorable conditions of home 
training, he was converted and joined the church at the age of fifteen. He 
was naturally endowed with a good mind, keen sensibilities, and strong; 
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will power. From the time of his conversion, with him Christianity was a 
verity, and the Bible a “thus saith the Lord.” He was licensed to preach 
in 1834 under the presiding Eldership of Rev. Jonathan Stamper. A call 
to preach the gospel as he understood it, meant to use his best endeavors 
to qualify himself for such a work. He read, studied and toiled under the 
conviction that, “thou God seest me and hath sent me.” The Bible was 
his daily companion. 

His habits of study he carried with him into the ministry, and in this 
way he very soon became acquainted with the theological text books of 
Christianity. His doctrinal sermons were all clean, plain, and in his expo- 
sitions of the Divine word were generally satisfactory to the people whom 
he served. 

He was very zealous from his entrance upon the work of the ministry; 
he was never triflinglv employed: he preached wherever he found an open 
door, and visited and taught from house to house. He was a great organ- 
izer. By his agency three camp meeting encampments were established 
in the bounds of his own conference, two of which remain so today. Under 
his ministry Sunday Schools were organized, family altars erected, 
churches and parsonages were built or bought. On this line his faith over- 
came mountains of obstruction, and bridged what seemed impossible to 
others. Here according to the measure of his capacity he made full proof 
of his ministry. 

During his ministry he tilled some of the best appointments within the 
conference, and would only consent to retire from active work by reason of 
failing health and loss of sight. He was given the superannuated relation 
in 1887, but that relation did not discontinue his life work. He continued 
to preach, to write for the papers and distribute Christian literature to the 
day of his death. 

In 1840 brother Deering was happily married to Miss Martha Nall, of 
Hartford, Ky. For twenty-five years they trod the path of life together, 
she being an angel of mercy to him— tireless in her ministrations for his 
comfort, and true in her devotion to the cause he had espoused. At her 
death his heart was made desolate, but his religious faith made him glad 
in the hope of meeting her again. 

In 1880 he was married the second time to Mrs. Mary Stringer, of 
Richmond, Kv., who was equally true to him in his declining years. She 
surves him [under the burden of this great bereavement, but she and the 
children born unto them will know where to find him. 

Brother Deering died while the bells were ringing, calling the people 
to church in the little city of Nicholasville, on the morning of January 27,. 
1901. His testimony was clear to the last. • To his daughter he said, “My 
sky is as bright as the noon-day.” Thus passed away one whose name is a 
precious memory in thousands of homes in Kentucky, and whose loving' 
ministry in times of sorrow will never pass from the loving hearts of those 
to whom he ministered. Peace to his memory. 



\V. W. SPATES. 
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REV. W. H. WINTER. 

Rev. W. H. Winter, was born in Fraklin Co. Ky., August 27 1823, and 
Kiied at his home in Milton Trimble county Ky., March 1, 1901. He was 
the son of James and Harriet Winter and was one of the twelve chidren 
all of whom preceeded him to the eternal world, save one, who resides in 
Maysville, Ky. Bro. Winter was twice married. His first wife was Miss 
Amanda Hunt of Lewis county Ky. Of this union several children were 
born, of whom two survive him, a son William, and Mrs. Knapp; both live 
in Missouri. The second wife was Mrs. Atherton, to whom he was mar- 
ried in 1874. 

When the subject of thisske'ch va* quite young his father with his 
family moved to Missouri, and, dying soon after, left the mother with a 
large family of helpless children with little of this world’s goods. Soon 
after they returned to Kentucky and settled in Lew T is county. I have 
-often heard him speak of the struggles of th ,se early years. He joined 
the Methodist Church during* a camp meeting at Bethel camp ground in 
Lewis county, on August 20, 1841, and was happily converted on the 23d 
day of the same month. For al nost sixty years did he serve his Lord and 
Master. Now his religious life began in earnest. He became a leader in 
prayer-meetings, and was soon appointed class leader, exhorter and then 
in regular order was licensed to preach in the fall of 1853. He served the 
Popular Plains circuit that year as junior preacher with Bro. John C. 
Hardv of sacred memory. Bro. Winter joined the Kentucky Conference 
in the fall of 1854, which held its session in Maysville. Ky., and was ap- 
pointed to the Somerset circuit. He served the work two 3 r ears with 
large success in gathering people into the church. 

At the Winchester Conference 1856, he was appointed to the Irvine 
charge and served two years with gre it acceptability, and was also suc- 
cessful in winning souls to Christ. In 1858 at the Conference held at 
Millersburg, he was appointed to Cvnthiana; served one year. In 1859 at 
Georgetown he was appointed to Alexandria charge, for two 3 ears he 
served these people, having great revivals and great ingatherings. 

Alexandria circuit had a new history from that time on. 

At the Conference held in Paris, Ky., 1861 he was sent to New Castle 
^where he served two years and made many friends. At the Shelbyyille 
. -Conference in 1863, he was sent to. Bloomfield and served this charge two 
years. He was then appointed to Taylorsville, at that memorable Confer- 
ence 1865 held in Covington, Ky. At the Conference held at Winchester, 
1866, he was sent to Richmond Ky. In 1867 at Lexington Conference he 
was appointed to Perry ville, Ky. At the Conference held in Frankfort in 
1868.he was appointed to Odd ville. In 1869 at the Conference held in Cyn- 
*:hiana,was appointed to Simpsonsville. In 187J at the Conference held 
in Covington, he was appointed to the Shelby circuit. In 1871 at the Paris 
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Conference he was sent to Hardinsville. At the Conference held in Lex- 
ington , 1873 he was appointed to Salvisa charge and served it two years. 
At Maysville, 1875 he was appointed to Germantown, where he served 
four years. At Richmond 1879 he was sent to Lockport, served it two 
years. At Danville 1881 he was appointed to Floydsburg. At Cynthiana, 
1883, he was appointed to the Milton charge, he served it four years. At 
Covington, 1887 he was appointed to Bedford and served four years. At 
Harrodsburg in 1891, he was appointed to Campbellsburg. At Middle- 
boro in 1893, he was returned to Milton and serves as pastor three years. 
At Somerset 1896 was superanuated at his own request. 

He was a man of good preaching ability. He gathered from all 
sources and in the crucible of his mind transmuted all into good, crisp, 
sensible sermons, and exhortations. He was a man of the people, a 
people’s man, and a popular preacher. I believe that Bro. Winter's char- 
acter was pure gold. How sudden the end came. How unexpected to us 
all, and I believe it was to him. What enforcement of the text, “Be ye 
also ready.” He was ready. The wheels of life stood still; the pitcher 
was suddenly broken at the fountain; the redeemed spirit ascended to its 
God.

JAMES JOHNSON JOHNSTONE. 



When our country was called upon to pay the la«t tribute of respect 
to the lamented George Washington the beautiful and talented Elizabeth 
Johnston, who was acting as flower girl, also recited a touching poem in 
keeping with the occasion. This young lady afterward became the wife 
of John Johnstone and the mother of James Johnson Johnstone, the sub- 
ject of this memoir. The Rev ,T. J. Johnstone, born in Henry county, Ky , 
August 25, 1826, reared oy parents of strict Presbyterian faith. At the age 
of seventeen he joined the Methodist Church while attending camp meet- 
ing at Cranes camp ground. At once espousing (he doctrine of his 
choice, be began preaching at the age of twenty-two. Joined the Ken- 
tucky Conference in 1860. Having never had the advantage of a collegiate 
oducat ion, but blessed with nature’s best gift, a clear and investigating 
mind, he soon developed great love for books and knowledge. Mastering 
some of the dead languages he became a great scholar and teacher, was 
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■chosen principal of the Carrollton High School, taught at Newport and 
founded Ayers Academy and gave the name to College Hill in Madison 
county Here was he so well beloved that these people built a church at 
Doyle-ville and named it for this great and good man, Johnstone’s Chapel. 
During the unpleasantness between the North and the South Brother 
Johnstone’s sympathy was with the North, and he was chosen Chaplain 
of the »Sixth Kentucky volunteers. 

On December 30, 1847, he was married to Elizabeth Kephart who sur- 
vives him. Unto this union were born twelve children. The surviving are 
I)r Silas Johnstone, Mrs. Dr. Robert Combs and Mrs William Scudder, of ' 
Madison county ; Misses Bettie and Jennie and Mr. James Johnson, of 
Henry county. Among the dead are Mrs. Dr. Butler, Messrs. Robert and 
Tevis Johnstone. Being possessed of a fine physique and commanding ap- 
pearance and a lovely spirit, Brother Johnstone always secured respect and 
attention whereever called, and numbered his admiring friends as legion. 
As a member of his conference he stood second to none. Loyal to his 
superiors, true to every trust and obligation , receiving his appoint- 
mer ts with righteous submission, going to his people with the beautiful 
story of the cross with joy in his soul. Having held some of the best and 
most responsible places in his church as pastor and as elder. 

As a preacher he had few equals, clear in logic, sound in doctrine and 
a deep investigator, he was able to give to his hearers sermons full of love 
and instruction. His preaching was acceptable to the most classic and 
easily understood by the less fortunate. Thousands weep at his departure, 
recalling so many instances wherein he had been helpful to them in their 
religious lives. Many claim him as the one who pointed them to the cross. 

The consequences of old age and the ravages of disease brought the 
good man to the end For some time he was confined to his room and his 
bed. As he lay suffering not a murmur was heard. But, instead, “Thy 
will be done.” It was my privilege to sit by his bedside and listen to him 
as he would picture the future. I had heard him preach many excellent 
sermons, but as he lay upon his bed of affliction he seemed to dip deeper 
into the fountain. 

Rely ing upon the promises of his Master, said he, “I have a mansion 
up yonder, I have tried to be a faithful steward, I shall expect a crown. 

I leave my family in the hands of the Lord, He shall care for them.” 
So ended this beautiful life July 25,1901. May it be reproduced in those 
who shall follow. His body was carried by loving friends .to the Metho- 
dist church and rested in front of the stand, behind which he had so often 
stood and preached to the edification of so many large congregations. At 
his funeral gathered friends from all directions. We laid his body to rest 
in the Pleasureville cemetery, there to await the great resurrection. As 
we turned away from his grave, with sorrowing hearts, we were confronted 
with the throught that he rests with Jesus, who shall greet him with. 
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“Well done, thou good and faithful servant, enter into the joys of thy

MRS. MARY WIGHTMAN REID. 



Mary Wightman Reid was borne in South Carolina, April 25, 1855. 
She was marrid to Rev. C. F. Reid, D. D. at Bethel, Ky., May 1, 1877, and 
died in peace May 17, 1901. Sister Reid came of Methodist stock. Her 
great-grandfather was an associate of John Wesley and bishop Coke. She 
was a niece of Bishop Wightman, and a daughter of Rev. James Wesley 
Wightman, D. D., of South Carolina. She was converted at the early age 
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of eleven, and soon after became imbued with the missionary spirit. She 
graduated at Science Hill Academy, Shelby ville, Ky., which was then un- 
der the supervision of Mrs. Julia A. Tevis. After a few years of ministerial 
life in Kentucky, her husband became a missionary to China, where they 
labored faithfully and effectively for seventeen years. Five years were then 
spent in Korea, when Dr. Reid’s health failed, and they returned to their 
native land. But the arduous labors of the mission field, the dangers and 
difficulties through which she and her husband had passed, the depriva- 
ions to which they had been subjected, and the long and painful separa- 
tion from those she loved, did not dampen her missionary zeal. The mis- 
sionary work was her constant thought and theme. The husband and wife 
were fully equipped for the work to which God had called and the Church 
had sent them. The success that had attended their labors, they thought, 
made it more imperative for them to return as soon as possible to their 
‘loved employ .” They were absorbed in the interests of those whom 
they had served ; they were eager to resume the duties that awaited them, 
and they looked forward with joyful anticipations to the time when they 
could return to a foreign land. But it was not to be. The loving, tireless 
worker was to receive her passport to a better country, and rest from her 
labors. He wno “burns his workmen, but carries on his work,” saw best, 
for some reason, to take the humble faithful laborer from the field whilst 
it was ripening for the harvest. Duirng Sister Reid’s residence in Win- 
chester, she had enshrined herself in the hearts of the people. During her 
illness she received the most unremitting attention and the tenderest sym- 
pathy that co lid be bestowed. All of every denomination were ready to 
respond to every call. Tt was only a question of what to do. Her last 
illness was about three months in duration. It began with the birth of 
her child, and continued without intermission unto the end. Her suffer- 
ings were great, but not a murmer escaped her lips. She said: “I am not 
afraid to die; that question has been settled for many years.” Her 
funeral was conducted by the writer, assisted by Rev. Dr. Savage, in the 
presence of a large congregation. With her husband she leaves seven 
children to mourn their loss. May the alchemy of faith transmute their 
grief into resignation and peace ! Her life was a beautiful object lesson of 
self-.sacrifice. Humble and unpretending, she never new her own worth 
until she stood in the presence of the King, to hear the welcome: “Well 
done, thou good and faithful servant !”

MRS, ANNA BROWINSKI WRIGHT, 

Anna Browinski was born in Carrollton. Ky., September 21, 1860, and 
died at Norton Infirmary, in Louisville, May 7, 1901. 
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The environments of her early life were helpfnl and restraining, con- 
ducive to intellectual, moral and spiritual strength. While under the af- 
fectionate care of a true mother, the periods of infancy and adolescence 
were passed under the special care of an elder andja pious sister — Adelina 
Browinski. 

Her education was chiefly obtained under the instruction of J. T. Eng- 
lish and G. C. Overstreet. 

Anna Browinski was married to Rev. Julius Edwin Wright, February 
6, 1889. The union was a happy one. They enjoyed not alone the fellow- 
ship of earthly association, but also that which is with the Father, and with 
His Son, Jesus Christ, and were effective colaborers in the cause of Christ. 
Sister Wright graced the parsonage in the dignity of true Christian woman- 
hood, and ministered much to her husband’s success in the discharge of his 
arduous duties. Her’s was the life of a true helpmeet. 

Sister Wright professed conversion and united with the church when 
but twelve years of age. From that time on, she maintained herconnection 
with, and usefulness in the church. About the year 1895, in a revival con- 
ducted by her husband, assisted by Rev. H. C. Morrison, at Nicholasville, 
she professed the experience of entire sanctification. Her life was Christian 
in principle, purpose and practice — an exemplary one. 

Strong in head and heart, Sister Wright possessed an affectionate na- 
ture, and the death of her mother weighed heavily upon her. For a long 
time she avoided social enjoyments, but always filled her place in church, 
and was the same attentive and appreciative listener. April 28, at the 
morning service, she was in her accustomed place in apparent good health ; 
was taken ill April 29 ; suffered severely ; was removed to the infirrrary 
Friday afternoon, May 3, and died, after rallying from a successful opera- 
tion, in the calmness of a confident trust, May 7. Her closing days and 
hours were characterized by extraordinary composure. She spoke to mem- 
bers of the immediate family of a presentiment from the time of her mother’s 
decease that she would be the next to pass death’s portal. "The day of her 
removal from Lagrange, weak as was her condition, confident in her own 
mind that the journey was not to end at Louisville, she attended, by substi- 
tute, to every detail of preparation and leave-taking. No person or kind- 
ness was forgotten or unrewarded. This quietude of spirit was maintained 
throughout succeeding days. Prior to entering the operating room, prayer 
was offered as in ninety-three, and when her husband gave way she caught 
the broken sentences and finished the prayer in a spirit of a fervent and fili- 
al faith. In great pain she said, “The presence of Jesus was never sweeter.”’ 
The physical ordeal passed, the silence was broken with the words of Sister 
W right: “I am suffering greatly but have not lost hold on Jesus.”
